Read I Peter 5:6-11

himself perfect, establish, strengthen 
you.”

Confidence in Him will perfect, es¬ 
tablish and strengthen you for time 
and eternity. 

We long to be perfect, and this we 
shall be. Though there are, and will 
be in this life, many imperfections 
and sin in us; yet by His grace He 
forgives and helps us become less sin- 
ful, and in the hereafter we shall be 
perfect according to the fulness of His 
promise. Be confident that He shall 
establish you. “Be persuaded, that He 
is able to keep that which you have 
committed unto Him against that 
day.” He strengthens His own, and 
will not permit any temptation above 
that you are able to bear. Be confident 
that He who began a good work di) 
you will perfect it unto the end.

Church Discipline in the Book of Acts 


Church discipline is concerned with 
the reformation of the one who has 
sinned and the salvation of his soul. 
It is a mode of treatment which is to 
be followed by the Christian congre- 
gation with regard to other Christian 
members who have lapsed in the faith 
either in doctrine or life. 

In Galatians 6:1, Paul gives the 
spirit in which church discipline is to 
be approached. “Brethren, even if a 
man be overtaken in a trespass, ye 
who are spiritual restore such a one 
in a spirit of gentleness, looking to 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted.” 
In order to establish the case for 
church discipline we shall have to 
continue to draw from the epistles for 
a moment. In I Cor. 5:6-7, Paul says: 
“Know ye not that a little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump. Purge out 
the old leaven.” Thus we see that we 
have here the church’s protéctive ac¬ 
tion to safeguard the others from con- 
tamination. It is also to safeguard 
the order of the church. In II Thess. 
3:6 and 14-15, Paul says: “Now we 
command you in the nam$ of our Lord 
Jesus Christ that ye withdraw 
yourself from every brother that 
walketh disorderly, and not after the 
tradition received from us . . . and if 
any man obeyeth not our word by 
this epistle note that man that ye have 
no company with him to the end that 
he may be ashamed. And yet, count 
him not as~an enemy, but admonish 
him as a brother.” It also maintains 
the perfect clarity of the church testi- 
mony.” In Eph. 5:11, Paul says: 
“Have no fellowship with the unfruit- 
ful works of darkness, but rather even 
reprove them.” 

Thus we see that God is concerned 
with the protection and continuing 
purity of His church. He knows that 
if sin goes unrebuked and tolerated in 
the body of the church that it can ruin 
the guilty and, even worse, it can 
drag others down to ruin with him. It 
can also impair the church’s testi- 
mony so that unsaved people in their 
offences at the sinfilled lives of pro- 
fessing Christians, will not be won for 
Christ. The greatest ally that the devil 
can have is not opposition from with¬ 
out the church, but sinful defection 
from within. 

In the Book of Acts we see a power- 
ful instance of God’s holy concern for 
the purity of His church. We see 
where the hand of God reached into 
two human souls and revealed sin and 
its consequence. The case is that of 
Ananias and Sapphira, recorded in 
chapter five. Their sin was one of hy- 
pocrisy. It was the sin of pretending 
to have spiritual zeal and power 
which they really did not possess. 
While their heart had departed from 
the Lord and they had inwardly 
wedded themselves to covetousness 
and self love, they, nevertheless, 
coveted the honor of being seen of 
men as singularily selfless, Christ 
centered, and zealous of the Lord’s 
work. Hence they brought only a por¬ 
tion of their gift to the Lord and rep- 
resented it as the whole. Before the 
congregation and for all the centuries 
to behold the Holy Spirit of God act- 
ed according to I Cor. 5:6-7 and purg- 
ed out the old leaven of sin before it 
had a chance to spread and corrupt 
the spiritual lives of others who were 
sincere. The Holy Spirit here executed 
a judgment which still takes place in 
the spiritual* world, but is not ordi- 
narily exhibited before the eyes of 
men until the great day of judgment. 


Here we see that the wages of sin is 
death. Let the church of all ages take 
warning. These two had sinned unto 
death. Let us pray God to safeguard 
our church for the ravages of error in 
life and also in doctrine. 

In Acts 20 :29 Paul said to the Ephe- 
sian elders: “I know that after my 
departing grevious wolves shall enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock.” 
We need therefore to exercise the dis¬ 
cipline that God demands if we are 
to preserve the church. On the othér 
side we see the gpirit of Galatians 6:1 
exhibited in Acts 18:24-28. Appollos 
was a mighty preacher; but he was in 
doctrinal error because of imperfect 
indoctrination. Priscilla and Aquila 
took him aside and in an understand- 
ing spirit of brotherly love they set 
him right on various important points. 
Injury to the church was prevented 
and great blessing resulted. While 
this case is perhaps not thought of 
under the heading of church dis¬ 
cipline, it, nevertheless, is true that 
prevention is the best medieine. 

As we see Paul’s ready testimony 
to Christ, let us remember that a true 
heart allegiance to Christ will always 
be the best discipline the church can 
ever have. 


The Gospel of Unity

Clearly set forth in the Scriptures 
is the picture of the Church as one 
sympathetic organism of which Christ 
is the Head. Equally lucid is the 
prayer of Christ that His may be 
united, “That all may be one.” For 
too long now we have rather gloried 
in divisions, haughtily boasting about 
the superiority of the segment to 
which we belonged„disdaining all the 
while to sympathetically regard fel¬ 
low believers and fellow Lutherans. 
Meanwhile we have been lustily sing- 
ing, 

Like a mighty army moves the Church 
of God; 

Brothers, we are treading where the 
saints have trod. 

We are not divided, all one body we . . 

Singing about unity is so different 
from turning a program in that direc- 
tion. So we have turned from our sing¬ 
ing and reading of the Scriptures To 
a program on apportionments which 
supported disunity and further dis- 
unity. In song and in doctrine unity is 
wonderful, but when it is expounded 
practically it has become “heresy.” 
Dare anyone suggest that we unite in 
the interest of a more faithful stew- 
ardship so that we might prosecute 
the work more effectively and lo, he 
is accused of surrendering. Sentimen- 
talists are forever shouting, “The old 
is good”; ready to damn to perdition 
that which is new. But this is no time 
to be moved by sentimentalism . . . 

For a long time now the Midwest 
has been a hodge-podge of chaotic 
Lutheran fields, full of churches 
which came into existence for reasons 
which are now irrelevant. Some were 
born in animosity, some were set up 
to serve people speaking a particular 
foreign language, and others were 
established for the convenience of 
those who travelled by horse and 
buggy. But for sentimentalism many 
of them would have been closed at 
this date. Grandparents are buried in 
thé graveyard; so the church is main- 
tained simply to keep the congrega¬ 
tion near the burial grounds. Nearby 
stands another Lutheran church

PURPOSES UNFULFILLED 

Thé farmer was out looking over 
his crops. Rubbing the kemels out of 
the heads of wheat he found only a 
few shrivelled kernels. All the upper 
husks on the head were empty. A 
few of the lower ones had kemels in 
them but they were badly stunted. 
The farmer shook his head sadly as 
he said to himself, “That head was 
meant to be filled with a large num¬ 
ber of kemels of plump wheat—but 
it’s been too dry.” 

How like I am to that dried-up head 
of wheat! Through baptismal grace 
and Christian nurture in youth’s 
spring and summer God has fumished 
me with roots, leaves and a stalk for 
fruit-bearing. The circumstances and 
opportunities I have had, are like the 
husks on the head of wheat—they 
furnish the place for the kernels of 
“good works which God before pre- 
pared that we should walk in them.” 
(Eph. 2:18). But how many of God’s 
purposes for my life have been un- 
fulfilled! How many empty husks! 
And the kernels there are,—what a 
pocr and shrivelled sample! 

Why? The wheat plant in the farm- 
er’s field may not have had the mois- 
ture it needed, but I cannot bring 
that excuse for the poor yield from 
my life. God has sent rain—showers 
of blessing. But the good seed God 
planted has had too much competi- 
tion from weeds and thoms. I have 
permitted the cares and pleasures of 
this life to absorb God’s blessings 
leaving the ground hard and dry for 
God’s wheat plant. Being choked with 
the cares and pleasures of this life 
it could bring no fruit to perfection 
(Luke 8:14). 

If God’s 4 purpose with me (and 
with you) are to be filled with the 
plump kernels God has planned and 
purposéd, then we must get rid of 
the weeds and let God’s wheat plant 
absorb all the nourishment and mois- 
ture God sends it. Let us confess our 
sins, repent of them, and receive 
God’s grace to grow and bear good 
fruit through our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Then shall God find every husk filled 
with goodly wheat—according to His 
purpose. —A.K.H.

Such 
flags are raised when we capitulate 
to an evil power. Which of our young 
people, attending the schools of this 
sister synod, have discovered that her 
spirit was alien to ours ? Which of our 
pastors, meeting with her pastors, 
have not happily discovered that they 
were brothers? 

Unification of other Lutheran 
bodies should follow, and until that 
unity is achieved* the magnanimity 
that was AibrahanTs should prevail. If

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THE HUMAN FACTOR 

The Year of Evangelism, 1947, is 
over one half gone. We know, of 
course, that 1947 is the beginning and 
it will be carried on with even greater 
vigor in 1948. Yet the challenge of 
1947 is upon us. There is much to be 
done. There is urgency to get on with 
the work. In many places the survey 
has been completed. In other places 
it is yet unfinished. The third stage, 
that of witnessing, is still largely un¬ 
finished according to reports of July 
1 . 

A report of the Christian Worker’s 
Institute by the correspondent elect- 
ed, will be given later. There is much 
of interest to report. We shall give 
a preview of a part of that confer¬ 
ence because it deals with evangel¬ 
ism. It was Dr. Storaasli’s studies in 
“The Relation of Sanctification to 
Evangelism”. The equation that he 
placed on the blackboard during the 
first class clearly brought out how 
timely was the subject he was to deal 
with. It brought out that the “human 
factor” was the unknown factor in 
the evangelism of the world. The “All 
Power” of Christ is constant; the 
Great- Commission is eternal; the 
Means of Grace are effective yet the 
human factor makes the results vary. 

Yes, the “human factor” in the year 
of evangelism has a great part to 
play. Christ works through human 
lives. It was so in the early church; 
it is so today. As the human factor 
in the book of Acts also influenced 
the ebb and flow of the Gospel that 
day, it does so now. We need to keep 
clearly before us that each one who 
loves the Lord is to be witness for 
Christ. We need also to remember 
that every human being is a prospec- 
tive child of God. Then we need to 
go out to use “His Power”, carry out 
“His commission”, through “His 
means of Grace”.

Solemnity .... Contentment .... 
And then the evening star. 

Or from “Voyage,” these words: 

Baptismal grace brought Him aboard 
To guide across the sea 
He left the palace of the Lord 
To care for me. 

Since “reflection and meditation is 
the Sunday of the mind,” here is rest- 
ful reading.

There are nevef too many books on 
prayer. Prayer is vital. Anything that 
will cause the reader to reflect on the 
weakness of his prayer life, or lift the 
vision to the greater possibilities of 
prayer is an asset in the Kingdom. 

This book does just that. It is simple 
and practical though it deals with dif- 
ficult themes such as: The Possibili¬ 
ties of Prayer, the Laws of Prayer, 
and the Symphony of Prayer. 

In the Apostle PauPs prayer life he 
finds seven prayer topics and in his 
topic of Intercessory Prayer he lists 
seven events of the power of prayer 
recorded in the Bible. 

Here are some pungent statements: 

“We are of ten as restless as the man 
who “was so busy he did not have 
time to put his hand to any work.” 
And again: “One receives the impres- 
sion of some people who pray in 
public that it must have been a long 
time since they spoke with the Lord.” 

It is a good book on prayer. Noth- 
ing neW, but old truths plainly and 
clearly stated. Buy and read it.

For let us continue in our old 
paths with our sinful waste of man- 
power and money, and we need not be 
surprised if the response to our ap- 
peals for money and men becomes 
feebler with the years.
